Text, “Go ye, therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost,” Matt. 28:19. 


These are the words of Christ soon 
after He was resurrected from the 
dead. He was commanding the eleven 
to preach His Word to every nation. 

You might ask the question, “What 
does this verse mean?” It means 
what it says! Have you ever heard 
the voice of the Lord, saying, “Go ye”? 
If so, what was your answer? Did 
you say, with the Prophet Isaiah, “Also 
I heard the voice of the Lord, saying, 
Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us? Then said I, Here am I, send 
me,” Isa. 6:8. Or did you say, “I can- 
not go”? Did you say like Moses, 
after God called him to lead the chil- 
dren of Israel out of Egypt’s bondage? 
“And Moses said unto the Lord, O my 
Lord, I am not eloquent, neither here- 
tofore, nor since thou hast spoken 
unto thy servant: but I am slow of 
speech, and of a slow tongue,” Exod. 
4:10. Let us see if God will accept this 
excuse. Verse 11, “And the Lord said 
unto him, Who hath made man’s 
mouth? or who maketh the dumb, or 
deaf, or the seeing, or the blind? have 
not I the Lord? Now, therefore, go, and 
I will be with thy mouth, and teach 
thee what thou shalt say.” As God 
spoke to Moses in that day (directly) 
and would tell him what to say, to- 
day He speaks to us through the Holy 
Ghost and gives us what to say. Moses 
knew what he was facing: to go be- 
fore a wicked king and plead for the 
release of the children of Israel. And 
he knew that he did not know what 
to say; and he also knew that he had 
to go to the children of Israel and 
tell them that God had sent him to 
lead them out of Egypt’s bondage. He 
did not think that they would believe 
him. (Exod. 4:1.) But we find that 
he did not have an excuse, because 
God told him that He would give him 
the words to speak, and not only would 
He give him words to speak, but He 
would confirm His word by miracles, 
that they might believe that God had 
appeared unto him. (Exod. 4:2-5.) 
Glory to God! 

God speaks through you by the Holy 
Ghost. St. Mark 13:11, “But when 
they shall lead you, and deliver you 
up, take no thought beforehand what 
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ye shall speak, neither do ye premedi- 
tate; but whatsoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that speak ye: for 
it is not ye that speak but the Holy 
Ghost.” 

You may say that you are not a good 
speaker, or have very little learning 
and don’t know what to say. Now, let 
us see what kind of men Peter and 
John were. “Now when they saw the 
boldness of Peter and John and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned and 
ignorant men, they. marvelled and they 
took knowledge of them that they had 
been with Jesus,” Acts 4:13. These 
great men of God who were ignorant 
and unlearned, as far as the world is 
concerned, had yet healed the lame 
man in the name of Jesus. (Read Acts 
3:1-7.) Some seem to say, “I can’t 
leave my family and go preach the 
gospel. I just have to work.” Then 
there are those who preach the gos- 
pel for awhile, and there comes a time 
in their life as did in Peter’s life. (John 
21:3-17.) “Simon Peter saith unto 
them, I go fishing.” But we find aft- 
er Peter had labored all night and 
had caught nothing Christ came on 
the scene and made his fishing suc- 
cessful, in order that he might decide 
which he loved best—Christ and His 
sheep, or the old fishing job that he 
had once left to follow Jesus. 

I am afraid that some good minis- 
ters today are going back to the job 
they one time left to follow Jesus and 


are failing to feed the flock of God 
(or sheep). Which do you love best, 
my dear brother and sister, Christ and 
His Church, or the old trade and your 
family? Let us see what our dear 
Lord said when He sent the twelve 
to preach: Matt. 10:37, “He that 
loveth mother or father more than 
me is not worthy of me, and he that 
loveth son or daughter more than 
me is not worthy of me.” You might 
want to ask this question, “If I pay 
tithes and support the Church, and 
make sacrifices for the Lord, can I 
get by without preaching the gospel?” 
I would say, if you have been called 
to preach the gospel and you are not 
obeying the Holy Spirit, and do not 
intend to, you have had a shipwreck 
or are heading for one, for obedience 
is better than sacrifice. 1 Sam. 15: 
22, “And Samuel said, Hath the Lord 
as great delight in burnt offerings and 
sacrifice as in obeying the voice of 
the Lord?

First, we must keep prayed up to 
stay ahead of the enemy. It takes 
prayer to conquer old Satan. It has 
been said that prayer was the key 
to heaven. 1 Thess. 5:17,18 says, 
“Pray without ceasing. In every thing 
give thanks: for this is the will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning you.” 
We say we can’t stay on our knees all 
the time. No, but we can have a 
prayerful, thankful heart. 1 Tim. 2:8, 
“T wiil therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting.”

Could we stand before the Son of 
man, as holy and righteous beings, if 
He should come now? Praise His holy 
name. There is a warning in St. Johr. 
5:39, “Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: 
and they are they which testify of 
me.” Dear ones, only a heartfelt re- 
ligion will stand, such as Peter, James, 
and John had. Earnestly seeking God 
in prayer will give us that experience. 
Praise God. 1 John 3:22, “And what- 
soever we ask, we receive of him, be- 
cause we keep his commandments, 
and do those things that are pleasing 
in his sight.” If we will do God’s way, 
we will see our prayers answered as 
never before. We notice in Acts 1:4, 
14 and 2:1 that when the disciples had 
gathered themselves together in 
Jerusalem to wait for the promise of 
the Father, that they were all with one 
accord. Today we need to come ito- 


gether with one accord and do the 
things that are pleasing to God. Then 
we can ask whatsoever we will, be- 
lieving, and we shall receive it. 
What kind of prayer is not an- 
swered? Psa. 66:18, “If I regard 
iniquity in my heart, the Lord will not 
hear me.” Oh, that we may search 
our hearts daily to see if they are 
pure in God’s sight, so that we may be 
able to get a prayer through to Him. 
Many are unsaved and need prayers 
that will reach the throne of God. 
There will be many sons and daugh 


ters in the judgment crying against — 


their parents for giving them the 
wrong teaching. Prov. 28:9, “He that 
turneth away his ear from hearing 
the law, even his prayer shall be 
abomination.” No doubt disobedience 
to God’s law is the reason of all the 
distress in the world today. Let us re- 
member what we must do to get our 
prayers answered. “Seek God with 
all our hearts”; keep God’s command- 
ments and do His will; pray contin- 
ually; forgive and love one another; 
fear and love God with all our hearts. 
Prayer locked the jaws of the lions 
and delivered Daniel and has done 
many wonderful things. God is the 
same yesterday, today, and forever. 
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Matt. 24:44, “Therefore be ye also 
ready: for in such an hour as ye 
think not the Son of man cometh.” 


My thought for this message is “busy 
bee.” When we begin to think and 
meditate about a Christian’s duty we 
will come to the conclusion that every 
true child of God could really be busy 
all the time working for God in His 
great vineyard. In our lesson text 
you notice it says, “Be ye ready” or 
prepared to meet the Lord at His 
coming. We should also be ready to 
perform the many tasks that a Chris- 
tian is required to do. The little word 
be looks very small, but we should 
realize it does mean a lot to perform 
all that we are commanded to do in 
the precious Word of God. 


Let us notice a verse of scripture 
found in Eph. 5:18, “And be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit.” The most im- 
portant thing for us to do is to be 
filled with the Spirit of God. Then 





we will be equipped and ready to do 
the many little be’s that the Word of 
God commands us to do. If we are 
filled with the Spirit we will be up 
and about our Father’s business. Paul 
exhorts us to be strong in the Lord and 
in the power of His might. So it is 
very necessary for God’s people to be 
strong in Him and His power, that 
they might be, able to perform the 
duties of a Christian and to endure 
hardness, that they can make a good 
soldier. 

If we want to work for God and 
His cause, we should be filled with the 
Spirit and be strong in the Lord and in 
the power of His might.

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Are Ministers Lazy ? 


A MINISTER’S TIME IS A STEWARDSHIP 


“I think that the average minister 
is lazy!” That bald statement: was 
not made by a minister of his fellow 
craftsmen; it was made in the midst 
of a conversation by a church woman. 
She continued her indictment as fol- 
lows: “One finds such mentally 
groomed and vocationally alert men 
among physicians, for instance. One 
admires their precision, their disci- 
pline, their sense of competence. In 
these respects, they seem so unlike 
many of our pastors.” 

One’s first impulse is resentment— 
strong resentment—at such a blanket 
indictment of one’s profession. And 
yet, is there a modicum of truth in it? 
Are ministers lazy? There was some- 
thing in the words of this woman and 
the manner in which they were spoken 
that sent one away with the query of 
the conscience-stricken disciples of 
Jesus in mind: “Lord, is it I?” The 
writer remembers the insistent ques- 
tion that was asked his wife by a 
Boston census taker. “Yes, I under- 
stand that your husband preaches on 
Sunday; but what does he do during 
the rest of the week?” And then, of 
course, my brother ministers will have 
inwardly rankled at the statement of 
not a few well-meaning parishioners, 
“Tomorrow (Sunday) is your busy 
day, isn’t it?” as though weekdays 
were vacation days. 

Just recently, someone mentioned a 
youth who was considering the Chris- 
tian ministry as a life vocation, for 
the reason that he thought it much 
less demanding than that of law or 
medicine. Let us be frank to admit it: 
not a few persons consider ours a rela- 
tively comfortable calling. We are, 
by and large, our own bosses and can 
go and come as we please. And if there 
is any least tendency of laziness in us, 
we can get by—that is, for a time! 
Granted, we are not thinking now of 
that little fringe of souls, everlasting- 
ly anxious about our state of health, 
warning us of overwork, and wanting 
to send us away for a long rest. One 
can only pity the man who takes such 
counsel too much to heart. 

The minister of the gospel might 
well give an account of his steward- 
ship; of the time entrusted to him for 
his task. Here are a few test ques- 
tions he might well put to himself.

TIME FOR SOUL CULTURE 


How much times does he conscien- 
tiously and deliberately give to the 
culture of the inner life, to prayer and 
communion with the source and sus- 
tenance of his being, to quiet brooding 
over and feeding upon the Word of 
life? Surely, nine o’clock in the morn- 
ing will find him in his study, with the 
door shut, and beginning the day with 
God. Wherever in the day’s schedule 
he may have to hurry, he will bear 
in mind that “haste makes waste” 
here. We must get into spiritual focus 
before we can lead another in the 
kingdom of God. The future, at least 
as far as the ministry is concerned, 
belongs to the disciplined. “When we 
read the lives of the saints,” says E. 
Herman, “we are struck by a certain 
large leisure which went hand in hand 
with a remarkable effectiveness. They 
were never hurried—They lived in 
God.” (Creative Prayer, p. 28.) Yes, 
our supreme task is to know God in- 
timately as a Friend and Companion; 
only so can we reveal a sense of 
the Presence to others. 


“Every morning lean thine arm a 
while 
Upon the window sill of heaven, and 
gaze upon thy God. 
Then with the vision in thy heart, 
Turn strong to meet the day!” 


How does he husband his time with 
regard to the reading and assimilating 
of essential books and periodicals? 
Does the tidal movement of the best 
thought sweep through him? Is he 
oriented to the thought and movement 
of life of his day? Much current read- 
ing, as Nels Ferre has said, is a waste 
of time, is sin. And although many of 
us may differ as to what should come 
first on our “must list,” nevertheless, 
there is an essential core of knowledge 
which belongs to our calling. Certainly, 
the ministerial mind needs to nibble 
constantly on something solid in the 
field of theology. It needs to research 
continually in that inexhaustible foun- 
tain of wisdom and inspiration, the 
Holy Bible. Good books in the philo- 
sophical sector are an aid to the 
stretching of flabby mental muscles. 


And biography—the coming-to-know 
the great souls who blazed spiritual 
paths before us—surely that kind of 
reading is indispensable. If God has 
no use for a clerical “busybody,” neith- 
er can He profitably employ a mere 
“bookworm.” Urbanity of mind, how- 
ever, is a far different and necessary 
thing. 


PASTORAL COUNSELING AND 
VISITATION 


How much time does the minister 
conscientiously employ in pastoral 
counseling and visitation? Dr. R. W. 
Dale, of Birmingham, frankly admit- 
ted that he had no taste for pastoral 
work. He deliberately set himself to 
cultivate a sympathetic and friendly 
disposition. It was said of Ian Mac- 
laren that, long after his greatest ser- 
mons were forgotten, his kindly visits 
and his bedside stories, told some lit- 
tle bairn that was sick, still stood out 
in memory. We know of a pastor 
who lately told his congregation that 
he desired to visit personally the home 
of every service man who was return- 
ing from the armed forces. 


But alas for the well-meaning man 
who dawdles and gossips, instead of 
visiting systematically. The last state 
of his congregation and church is 
worse than the first. It is not that it 
is necessary for all ministers to have 
set hours for counseling or even call- 
ing. It is rather that this vital sec- 
tor of the total task should be car- 
ried out deliberately and systematical- 
ly. Our people know instinctively 
whether or not, like the Great Shep- 
herd, we go among them “doing good.” 
Recall the beautiful words spoken by 
George W. Truett at the time that he 
refused the presidency of a college: “I 
have found the shepherd heart, and 
I am content.” 

It is quite likely in his preaching on 
the Lord’s Day that a minister gives 
account of his stewardship. The fruit- 
age, or the lack of a life, “hid with 
Christ in God,” of his earnest reading, 
of his work as pastor, will reveal 
themselves there. Is there a cutting 
edge to his message, a thrusting rele- 
vance to the needs, the sorrows, the 
frustrations, the joys of his people? 
Are his words—after the high pattern

TESTIMONY OF HEALING 


* ee Oh, how I love my Jesus. Hallelu- 
é jah. I thought I would try to tell 


you a few little touches of my Jesus, 
who has been healing sick bodies, 
stopping blood, taking out fire, mov- 
ing warts, and many other afflictions. 
Anyone that has really prayed through 
and tasted Jesus knows that His Word 
says in Mark 16, “These signs shall 
follow the believers.” 

The first time I knew that all we 
had to do was lay hands on the sick 
and pray for God to heal through 
Jesus, this was done for a little boy 
four years old, Howard Stanley. He 
had many, many warts on his hands 
and they were pushing his thumb 
nails off. My heart was sad. I thought 
of him as my own little boy and how 
I would feel if I saw them on him. I 
asked him if he would like to pray and 
ask Jesus to move them. He said, 
“Yes.” We prayed and seven weeks 
later the family was in our home for 
dinner and the mother said, “Oh, look, 
the warts are all gone.” We told her 
what we had done, so the other boy, 
six, asked us to tell Jesus about the 
warts on his hands. He didn’t have 
sO many and I wasn’t as sorry for 
him, I’ll admit. But we prayed and 
his warts were gone. A neighbor girl 
heard about it and she came for us 
to pray for hers, and, of course, Jesus 
moved that one. My grandson cut his 
arm. The blood was flowing and he 
was dancing up and down, so scared 
at the sight of blood. All we had to 
do was ask him to quiet down and 
let us tell Jesus, and needless to say, 
the blood clotted immediately. 


Friday, August 6, 1942, I was stricken 
with pains in every part of my body. 
Four days and nights I suffered in- 
tensely and the Lord touched and 
moved the pain, but I continued to 
lose weight and grow weaker each day. 
My head drew back, my eyes were so 
heavy that I could hardly keep them 
open. I could hardly walk across the 
room without sitting down to rest. I 
lost twenty-five pounds in three 
weeks. On the 27th of August, Sister 
Curry, a Pilgrim sister, came to see 
me. We had such fellowship and feast- 
ed on Jesus. Before she left we fell 
on our faces before God, as all that 
love Jesus do, and prayed. She 
touched the hem of His garment, for 
my body was instantly healed. I went 
to work the next morning as if I had 
never been sick a day in my life. Oh, 
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glory to the One who is able for soul 
and body. 

In April, 1944, I had tonsillitis. When 
Sister Bessie Jeffries and other saints 
heard about it they cried to God and 
Jesus put His precious hand out again 
and touched my body and I was 
healed. I had been having attacks in 
my side for four years, couldn’t bend 
to take off my shoes. The appoint- 
ment was made with the doctor for 
an examination. On April 15, 1944, 
I was healed instantly at 11 o’clock. .I 
had to tell it at Sunday School next 
morning, and a dear sister said she 
had the news about these attacks I 
had been subject to. Brother Miller 
and Sister Adams fell on their knees 
and prayed. She saw a white light 
as Brother Saul must have seen on 
the road to Damascus. She knew Jesus 
had heard and healed me. 

I have been saved thirteen years 
and never been tempted to call a doc- 
tor, but the children threaten to call 
one every time I get sick. My niece 
made the appointment with the doc- 
tor but she knew that I wouldn’t let 
him see me. 

On March 16, 1943, my daughter 
was to see us. There was a wart on 
her eyelid getting larger every day. 
We laid hands on her. I talked to 
her on the phone later and asked her 
how the wart was and she said there 
wasn’t even a place where it had been. 
That was the thirteenth person I knew 
that God had touched and moved 
warts for. Jesus says, “All things are 
possible to him that believeth.” Oh 
yes, Jesus just went about healing the 
sick, opening blind eyes, raising the 
dead, and He tells us in His Word, 
“Greater things can ye do if ye abide 
in me.” Walk, talk, and dress like 
Him, take off the old world and put 
on Christ Jesus. 2 Cor. 6:14. 1 Peter 
3 tells us what to do, and many more 
scriptures. I couldn’t wash, iron, sew, 
or do anything without Him. He has 
truly been the very best friend I 
have ever found. I love Him so that 
no matter how I am made fun of or 
laughed at, it just inspires me to 
move up a little nearer. It makes my 
heart ache when I see how some of 
God’s little ones have changed in their 
dress these thirteen years. Their 
testimony is dry and their lives too. 
God isn’t doing through them as He 
once did. Why? Because the old world 
has charmed them to sleep. Oh, 


awake and let’s go for God. Take 
off the waves, short dresses, short 
sleeves, and all that looks like the 
world. Put on the modest apparel that 
the Word speaks of. Don’t argue for 
the devil. Some say that all some 
preachers need for a text is to see a 
woman come in with a short dress on. 
If we love Jesus, it’s just natural for 
us to quit sinning. 

A lady came running one day and 
said she had been burned with hot 
starch. We didn’t lose any time, just 
fell on our knees and cried to God. 
She said if we had taken a fan and 
fanned it across her face the fire 
wouldn’t have stopped quicker. Her 
mouth and the side of her face were 
drawn several days, but it’s all gone, 
not a scar. Another sister called on 
the phone and said she fell on the 
stove and was burning so bad. I told 
her to put her free hand as close the 
burn as possible. We prayed and the 
fire instantly left. I could give one 
instance after another. Just remem- 
ber that God is no respecter of per- 
sons. What He has done through my 
old body He will do through you if you 
will cut loose, leave, and forsake the 
world, and go boldly to the throne of 
grace, let God talk to you, know His 
voice, and mind Him, and He will do 
what His Word says. If He doesn’t 
answer your cries, take an inventory, 
see where you are failing. If I didn’t 
hear from heaven every day, I would 
look for the hidden wedge or the 
Babylonish garment, because they 
surely are hidden somewhere in your 
life. I wouldn’t live a day here if God 
couldn’t use me. And I am not any- 
ways near what I want to be. Amen 
and hallelujah. The joybells are ring- 
ing in my heart. Don’t forget to pray 
for me, that I’ll let God use this

THANKSGIVING 
TO CHRISTMAS 

Never possibly in our nation’s his- 
tory did so many people read the Bi- 
ble regularly as between Thanksgiving 
and Christmas last year. The sugges- 
tion originated with the American Bi- 
ble Society and was that the armed 
forces on duty everywhere and the 
people at home read simultaneously 
for the thirty-three days following 
Thanksgiving favorite chapters chosen 
by a poll of chaplains and pastors. 

When the chapters had been deter- 
mined by his poll they were set up in 
the form of a bookmark. Approximate- 
ly 14,000,000 of these bookmarks were 
prepared and put into circulation. A 
V-mail form, especially printed for 
Service men, and containing the list 
of Bible passages reached a printing 
of over a million. 

The success of the program encour- 
aged the Bible Society to promote an 
even more ambitious program this 
year. The new project has been en- 
titled “World-Wide Bible Reading” 
and the theme chosen for the cam- 
paign slogan is “Marching Orders for 
a New Day.” 

Several months ago the Bible Society 
asked the cooperation of the chaplains 
in polling the men in their units to se- 
cure their own and their men’s fa- 
vorite scripture passages for the thir- 
ty-four daily readings this year. The 
Selections have now been tabulated. 
V-mail forms listing the passages for 
daily reading will again be available. 

It is expected that, as last year, the 
Bible Reading will be emphasized in 
the Thanksgiving proclamations of 
the President, the governors and may- 
ors. The passage for the day will be 
read over the air at least once each 
day in many communities. 

A beautiful poster done in color, will 
be widely distributed for display in 
Army and Navy _ establishments, 
churches, store windows, banks, hos- 
pitals, schools, and many other public 
buildings.

of his Master—‘“spirit and life”? All 
in all, it is a watershed experience for 
both pastor and congregation. Re- 
member the apostolic pattern of 
preaching. Paul deliberately eschews 
any academic pretence, but makes the 
bold claim that his preaching is “in 
demonstration of the Spirit and with 
power.” Aye, there is the test, and it 
ought to humble the heart of each and 
all of us. Surely, in days like these, it 
is no small thing to speak as “a dying 
man to dying men.” 

Was it not Arthur John Gossip who 
said that whenever he begins the act 
of ascending his pulpit on Sunday 
morning, it were as though a Presence 
met him at the pulpit stairs and put 
to him the question, “Are you bring- 
ing my people your very best?” True, 
we cannot always reply to that test 
question in the affirmative. There is 
an intangible, tidal quality, an ebb and 
a flow, in the soul’s hidden life, as 
Martineau long ago said. But at such 
times, it is precisely the spiritually 
disciplined and prepared who come off 
the best. You have heard, of course, 
of the Scottish divine who was “in- 
visible on weekdays and incompre- 
hensible on Sundays.” To be able to 
look into the face of the Lord of life 
on the Lord’s Day and say, “I have 
done my best’—that is as much as any 
of us can say. 

The question, then, as to whether or 
not ministers are lazy must be an- 
swered in the deeps of every man’s 
own heart. Regardless of the fact that 
he punches no time clock and does not 
labor under the immediate auspices 
so well known to many of his congre- 
gation, there is a stewardship which 
he must and does render. Perhaps the 
far-seeing Lincoln had our calling 
and profession in mind when he said 
in effect, “You can fool some of the 
people some of the time, but not all 
of the people all of the time!”—Watch- 
man Examiner.

I believe many Christians miss many 
golden opportunities because they are 
not out doing personal work and there- 
fore the Spirit of God can’t use them. 

I believe when God saves us He 
saves us for a purpose and that is 
that we might be fruitful and do His 
will for the glorification of His name 
(St. John 15:8), and remember, if we 
don’t bear any fruit we will die spirit- 
ually (St. John 15:2).

the first personal worker to tell me 
about the salvation of the Lord, and 
I praise the Lord for him and his good 
works. 

I believe the first thing we should 
think about in meeting souls is “How 
can I reach that soul for Christ?” I 
believe that we should pray that the 
Spirit of God may direct. our approach 
and conversations in dealing with 
souls in order to be successful, as it 
is mentioned by Walter Wilson, M.D. 
The Holy Spirit is the Lord of the 
harvest. He directs the worker to the 
troubled soul, so that no time need be 
wasted. He equips the worker with 
the words to speak, so that no effort 
need be misspent. He directs the 
worker to the work so that no oppor- 
tunity need be lost. We must learn 


to depend on the Holy Spirit in this 
blessed business of “fishing for souls.”
